A Sweeping Fire. 


Five Houses In Jackson Destroyed. 


Jackson was visited 
WedueHday 
nttornoou with the most destructive 
(Ire experienced toi several years. It 
started in the redlight district close 
to the gas works at about half past 2 
o’clock. A breeze was blowing at the 
time iu a northeasterly direction, 
which as fortune would have it, was 
the most favorable for the safety of 
property threatened. 
The lire originated iu the bouse of 
ill-fame situated on an elevation a 
tew feet south of the gas works, kept 
by a woman known as Jessie, and 
there were two other témalo occup­ 
ants, I’earl Dunne nnd Eva Howard. 
It started in the m iddle room on the 
uorth side of tho dwelling, from an 
alcohol stove used for beating water. 
In an instant the inside was ablaze 
beyond control, and an alarm of lire 
was sounded by the fire bell and 
shouting people. 
There was do 
trouble in locating the sceDe, as 
great volumes of emoke were issuing 
trom the vicinity of the gas works. 
Johnny Garbarim, the Hie chief, and 
a number of volunteer lire lighters 
were promptly on the spot, and exert­ 
ed themselves in staying the flames, 
but it was soon found that it was 
impossible to confine it to the house 
in which it started, which was a 
frame structure, 
and burned like 
match wood, sending out an intense 
beat. A few teet south stood a large 
eight roomed frame building belong­ 
ing to A. Laveroue. 
it was unoccu­ 
pied. 
This was soon enveloped in 
flames. A few feet south stood an­ 
other frame house belonging to 15. E. 
Letang. This really consisted of two 
buildings, known as tho Juka bunk 
houses, both had been empty for a 
long time. These were the next to 
fall before the onset of fire. 
Less 
than twenty feet west was the old 
Juku bouse proper, with a bowling 
court attached. 
The Uretneu con­ 
centrated their efforts toward saving 
this. Had the flames secured a good 
hold on this the safety of hil the eust 
sido of Broadway would have been 
seriously imperilled. 
it caught tire 
several times iu exposed rear part, 
stil) they managed to save it. 
The 
handsome two-story dwelling house 
of C. M. Meek was separated from the 
bunk houses above doscribed by a 
tew teet, and its elevation mude it 
more exposed to tbe heat. 
A desper­ 
ate effort was made to save it, but in 
vain. When ail hope of saving it was 
abandoned, a troop of helpers started 
to pack out the furniture, and suved 
considerable; 
although the more 
valuable purtion iu the upper rooms 
wus consumed. The wood shed, also 
Mr Meek’s workshop iu the rear with 
all the contents of tools, went up in 
smoke. 
Here 
the flre-fightors got the 
mastery, although the woodshed of 1’. 
Millovich, also 
the shed of (Jpie 
Harper’s residouce 
were destroyed, 
and the latter dwelling caught lire 
several times, with tho fervent heat, 
but it was saved. 
All the furniture 
was packed from Harper’s, Miliovich’s 
Kubser's and a 
number of other 
residences on Broadway, us a precau­ 
tionary measure. 
Much of it was 
damaged iu tho hurry of getting it 
out. 
When the fire was at its worst, great 
flakes of livo cinders were carried 
hundred ot yards uorth, and a dozen 
or more fires were started along 
Broadway iu Ibis manner. 
People 
were on the watch, and prevented 
auytniug serious by ttie timely appli­ 
cation of water. 
M illovicb’s Kuh- 
ser’s, 
Perovich’s, 
Dalporta's and 
others were fired iu this way. 
For a 
time it looked squally for Hie east 
side of Broadway. 
Much comment was male on the 
inadequate water supply, whether 
owing to an 'insufficient head or that 
so many smaller hoses were turned 
louse, thereby reducing the pressure, 
we cuuuut say. 
The destruction of 
property is heavy, but the wheel of 
fuituue favored us iu keeping the 
wind in the light quarter, und there­ 
by averted a much greater calamity. 
A peculiar feature of tire ouuflagru- 
tiuu is thut none ot the destrcyed 
property was insured. The proximity 
of the gas works, tin* cluster of frame 
buildings and other tilings, made the 
rute so high us to he almost pro­ 
hibitory. 
The losses are about us follows: In 
the building where the lire started; 
Jessie, the proprietress, says she lost 
all her wurdrohe comprising oue cout 
worth 81(H), and other costly clothing, 
aggregating 815U0; also diamond ear­ 
rings und other jewelry estluiated at 
81500; also 811UU iu cash. 
Eva, one 
of the inmutes lost $200. Pearl Dunne

realized Chat it was useless to try to 
control tho flames, she took her ham­ 
per coutainiug clothing and escaped. 
Frank Letaug, owner of the house 
and furniture where it started, also 
of the two bunk houses unoccupied, 
was damaged to the extent of 82000. 
Gus Laverone, owner of the vacaut 
house, lost say 8500. 
C. M. Meek iu real estate furniture, 
tools, etc., lost fully S40UÜ. 
Tho damage to furnture by handl­ 
ing must be sevetal hundred dollars. 
Tho total will reach from 811,000 to 
812,000. There was some insurance on 
furniture 
removed, although the 
amount likely to be recovered fiom 
this source cannot bo much. 
HOW IT STARTED. 
There is no mystery in tho origin of 
this blaze. Notwithstanding all that 
has been said to the contrary, it was 
unquestionably of accideutul origin. 
Pearl Duuuo, in whose apartment it 
started, tells a straightforward story. 
Sho had recently come from Grass 
Valley, although has heeu a resident 
here before. She was iu the act of 
warming some water for domestic 
purposes by means of a small stove, 
usiug wood alcohol as fuel. 
ibe 
house was suppliod with gas through­ 
out. It may seem strange that a stove 
of such a character was permittel 
about the premises. 
This, however, 
is explained that the girls were ex­ 
pected to provide heatiug and lights 
in their own roems at their own 
expense. The girl above uanied had 
the middle room on the north side. 
Tho window was open, aud quite a 
breeze blowing iu. 
The stove was 
placed on a stand close to the win­ 
dow, aud some tissue pipei 
tor 
oruumontal purposes wus near. Car­ 
ried by tbe wiud¡)the flame from tbe 
stove caught this paper, aud the 
interior was aflamo instantly. 
¡ábe 
told Jessie that the house was alire. 
Home elfort was made to put it out, 
without avail. Pearl thereupon made 
her escape with tho hamper iu which 
her clothing was kept. 
Jessie iu trying to suvo some of her 
clothing and otbor valuables, was 
severely burned about 
the ueok, 
buck, and anus. Her hair was sing­ 
ed. Her injuries were uot daugerous, 
and she was around the following 
day. 
The ruius were searched tho next 
day for valuables. 
Homo gold aud 
silver was found, evideutly coins that 
had been melted as by a furuaoe. 
” Much sympathy is 
felt for the 
fam ily of O. M. Meek. 
H e and wife 
are udvuuced in years, so the blow 
tails with added force. 
Mr Meek is 
undecided yet whether ire will re 
tin 11 (1.

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R E G U L A T IN G N E W SP A P E R S. 


The new postal law in regard to second-class mail matter, 
which is now in effect, has caused a great deal of criticism 
from the press. 
It is certainly one of the most drastic regu­ 
lations affecting newspapers ever promulgated. 
Under the 
liberal postal laws newspapers are entitled to free transporta­ 
tion through the mails to bona fide subscribers living within 
the county in which the paper is published, and to subscribers 
outside the county the second-class postage is one cent per 
pound to any part of the United States. 
Newspapers com­ 
prise the bulk of the matter carried through the mails. 
The 
low rate does not begin to meet the cost of transportation. It 
was not expected that it would be other than a losing prop­ 
osition from a strictly monetary point of view. 
But from an 
educational standpoint the advantages in the dissemination of 
information was deemed more than an offset for the pecuniary 
loss. 
The newspapers have grown so enormously that the 
government has deemed it necessary to adopt reactionary 
tactics. 
Unquestionably abuses have crept in under the 
fostering care of the postal laws; publications have been 
started and circulated at the icper pound rate by the million 
either free or at a mere nominal subscription price, the pro­ 
prietors depending upon the advertising rates based on this 
practically free circulation for the success of the venture. In 
this way the mails have been weighted down, with a rapid 
increase of the deficit in the transmission of second-class 
matter. To stem this the present law has been promulgated, 
authorizing postmasters to refuse second-class rates to such 
subscribers to weekly newspapers as are more than one year 
in arrears, demanding letter rate postage for such. 
Daily 
and monthly publications are placed 011 a corresponding 
basis. 
Some publishers hail the new rule as a godsend—in­ 
asmuch as it affords an excuse for putting their subscription 
list on a paid-up or cash in advance basis. 
Others, 011 the 
contrary, consider it an unwarrantable interference with the 
publisher’s business—his right to give extended credit to his 
patrons if he so pleases. 
With fraud orders and attempts to 
limit the credit system, the government has been exerting a 
much closer supervision*of the press than has been custo­ 
mary in the past. 
In jurying to curb abuses of this nature 
the harm done to legitimate publishers is likely to more than 
counterbalance any good that may be accomplished. 
This 
would inevitably be the case if the law were arbitrarily en­ 
forced. 
But it is not intended to be oppressive to the news­ 
paper interests, by maintaining an undue espionage over the 
circulation department. 
The subscription list of the Ledger probably approaches as 
closely to a cash basis as auy country weekly in the state. 
Many of our cotemporaries are using the new regulations as 
a club to get delinquent subscribers to pay up arrearage un­ 
der the plea that otherwise they will be compelled to weed 
them from the list. 
We have no occasion to do so. 
Not for 
many years have any notices of a dunning nature toward 
subscribers appeared in these columns. 
W e have never ad­ 
opted the policy of sending out the épaper to whoever would 
take it for the purpose of keeping up a circulation, without 
hope of getting pay therefor. 
Still there are some perfectly 
good subscribers who by oversight, neglect or other cause, 
get behind several years, and pay up all back dues when they 
do call. 
Iu every monthly roll of honor published will be 
found instaces of this kind. 
They are subscribers in good 
faith. 
It would be an outrage to make the new postal regu­ 
lations apply to such cases. 
The government’s aim is to 
protect itself from imposition, not to curtail the circulation 
of bona fide newspapers.

Rust and W. M Penry 
In tho superior court of the county 
of Amador, state of California. 
Dank of Amador CoilUly, plaintiff, 
vs. I'¡. C. Rust, William AI. Polity, 
mid William M. Penry, jr., doten- 
dniita. 
This Is an action to foreclose n 
chattel mortgage oil a printing press. 
Tho mortgage sought to lie foierdosed 
was given by the defendant, E. C. 
Kuit to plaliititf on tin; otli day ot 
Muy, 1995, to sccnro the payment, of 
a cm tain promissory note of raid dato 
for the sum of $332.49. The plaintiff 
held a prior mortgage ou the same 
proporty given It by the said Rust 
on May (fill, 1991, which prior m ort­ 
gage wm? ti'ktn up and aMistlcd by 
t.liA mo.lgngo of «die May fi, 190b. 
The defendant, William M. Pouty 
claims title to the said printing press 
under a hill of sale given him by E. 
(J. Rust on the 9th day of Alay, 1993. 
This hill of sale was recorded on 
Novomb.T 9, 1905. At the timo of the 
giving ot tlie second mortgage, to-wit: 
May btb, 1995, the plaintiff had no 
knowledge flint any bill of sale had 
boon executed niul had received no 
notice sufficient 
lo placo it upon 
inquiry. At the timo of Hie making 
ot ilie second mortgage and for a long 
time prior thereto Rust was the editor 
aud publisher of the Amador D is­ 
patch, au11 the said priniug piess was 
used by him ui the printing establish­ 
ment of the said Amador Dispatch, 
and this was the only prinliug|presa 
owned by E. C. Rust in said establish­ 
ment. 
The vital question in ihe case, iu 
judgmout, 
is the claim made iiy 
plaiutilf, that tho sale to Peury is 
void as against it, bocauso not ac­ 
companied by an immediate delivery 
uud followed by an actual aud c o n ­ 
tinued chango of possession, as re­ 
quired by Section 3419 of the Civil 
Code. Raid section provides as fol­ 
lows:— “ A uy 
transfer ot personal 
property, other than a thing in action 
x x x x x is conclusively 
p resu m ed , 
it made by a person having at the 
time the possession or coutiol of the 
property, and 
not accompanied by 
an actual delivery, and followed by 
iiu actual and continued chauge of 
possession of tho things transferred, 
to ho fraudulent, and therefore void, 
against those who are his creditors 
while lie leuiniDs iu possession, x x x 
and against 
purchasers or iucurn- 
beiauces iu good faith subsequent to 
the transfer, 
x x x. ” 
Oil May 9th, 1903, the date of the 
bill of sale aud tor several years prior 
thereto. Rust 
was conducting the 
Amador Dispatch und during the time 
he was conducting the Dispatch be 
had a lease from the owner, Win. M, 
Penry by which upon tho payment cn 
certain sum s at different tim es he 
would he entitled Iu a deed, but if 
lie failed to keep Ins pait. of the c o n ­ 
tract, 
Peury was entitled to tako 
possession of the property aurl the 
payments made by Rust were to be 
applied as payments ot rent. 
The said printing press was the 
property of Rust und was brought in­ 
to the printing establishment by said 
Runt and used by him in the busi­ 
ness. After the salo to Peury he con­ 
tinued to work there the same as be­ 
fore No change was made that would 
give notice to the world Unit a sale 
had heeu m ade of the printing press. 
The copies of tho Auiadur Dispatch 
introduced in evidence snow that on 
Alay Hth, 1903, the name of E ( ’ Rust 
appeared aljtho head ot tho editorial 
uoliiuiu as editor and tiie same ai - 
pours iu the copy of the issue received 
in evidence of date of-May ibth, 1993. 
The i a i U a of Muy 5th, 1995, shows the 
name of E. C. Rust us editoi and 
publisher aud W. M. Ppmy as busi­ 
ness nuiuugor. 
During all tiie time 
from the making id' the hill of sale 
ou Alay 9th, 19Ü3, down to the e x e c u ­ 
tion of the nioitgugo on May 5th, 
1995, no change of possession took 
place as is contemplated by .-eotion 
3449 of tho Civil Code. 
Tho change of possession that w i l l 
protect the vendee of personal pro 
perty against the claims‘ot creditor: , 
iuciimberances 
aud purchasers 
iu 
good i a i l h , must be open and carry­ 
ing with >t ifll tho marks aud i n ­ 
dications of ownership by the voudee. 
It must bo such as to give notice to 
the world of Die claims of the nee 
owuer. 
H e must, iu other words, be 
in I lie usual relation of the properly 
which the owuora'ot tho goods o c c u p y 
to ttioir property. (Stevens vs. Irwin, 
15 Gal. 509. ) 
There must lie s u c h 
change of the apparent custody of the 
property as to put one dealing w i t h 
tho vendor, with respect to it, upon 
inquiry, or such at least as might 
suggost a 
change 
of 
ownershp. 
(Ilestbai vs Alyles, 53 Gal, 923, 929.) 
iu Gaboon vs Marshal, 25 Cal. 201, the 
supreme 
court said: 
“ What con­ 
stitutes an actual chango of posses­ 
sion of personal propelty as distin­ 
guished from that which by mere 
intendment of law follows the transfer 
of title, is not difficult of solution. 
It is an opou, visible cliuuge, nuiui- 
fested 
by 
such outward signs us 
louder it evident that the possession 
of the vendor has wholly ceased.” 
(See also Dell vs AlcGlelluu, 97 Gal. 
283. V. 
Tho evidence iu this case does not 
show a sufficient delivery and con­ 
tinued change of possession ot the 
printing press within the meaning uf 
tho m le as annunciated iu the cusso 
ot Stevens vs Irwin, supra, which 
rule as therein uunouneod has linen 
steadily udhoircd to by our supremo 
court in uumetous cases us a correct 
exposition of the law. 
(Roily 
vs 
Alurp'jy, 79 GuI. 509, 593, Rothschild 
vajjidwopo, 119 Gab 979, 978,SGoorge vs 
Pioice, 123 Gal.

The mis-description of the property 
in tho mortgage is not material.

Of Wood Alcohol 
Mrs. James Musbett. the Victim. 
Whether From Design or 
Accident Unknown. 
Tlds community was greatly sliock- 
c! Saturday morning when the report 
was circulated 
that 
Mrs James 
Alu-hott had died tho evening before 
from the elfects of drinking wood 
alcohol. It was only kuown to the 
family that she had beou ill at nil, 
at’.rl her illness was not regarded as 
serious until u few hours before tiie 
end carao. Dr. Spragnc, the attend­ 
ing physician had made several visita 
during Friday, and from tho sym p ­ 
toms diagnosed the case as one of 
poisoning, but tho preciso nature of 
tho drug he was unable to tell, and 
• ho patient refused to divulge until 
it was too luto to counteract the 
olfect. Finally, at the urgent request 
nl her mother, Mrs Francis, the 
patient admitted that sho had par­ 
taken of wood nlcohol, a bottle of 
which was kept by Aliss Dayford, who 
was hoarding and rooming with the 
family, for heating purposes. 
She died between 7 and 8 o’clock 
I'rlday night. 
Various reports were 
in circulation, most of them more or 
less exaggerated. Goroner Potter was 
notified, and cam e over at an early 
hour Saturday morriiug and held an 
inquest over the body the same after­ 
noon. The witnesses examined wore 
the brother ot tho deceased, John 
Francis, Dr. Sprague and Aliss Myrtle 
II iyford. After hearing the testimony 
tho jury returned a verdict that d e ­ 
ceased came to her death from drink­ 
ing wood alcohol,but whether intent­ 
ionally ot hy accident tho jury was 
unable to say. 
As far as wo have heen ablo to 
ascertain the facts from those c o n ­ 
versant with them they are as f o l­ 
lows: Deceased had been suffering 
fiom one of tlioso spoils of m elan­ 
choly mania, to which sho was s u b ­ 
ject. for several days. 
They came nt 
intervals of 
from 
six- to twelve 
months, and during these spells she 
acted strangely, and was hardly re­ 
sponsible for her actions. 
One feat­ 
ure of the attack was a craving tor 
liquid—something that would induce 
sleep. 
She and her husband lived at the; 
Hroadway homo of Airs Francis, with 
the rest of the Francis family. 
At 
these spells she would wander about 
the house at: all hours of the dav or 
night, apparently without any lixed 
purpose. Naturally she was cheerful 
and sociable, hut at these times she 
was inclined to despondency. 
F o r a 
week or more before the end she was 
sobering from one of these attacks, 
although moving about as usual. Her 
room 
was downstairs, while Aliss 
Myrtle Dayford. the milliner, occu­ 
pied a room upstairs. 
iu tho latter 
was kept 
two 
bottles containing 
alcohol, ouo containing wood alcohol, 
which she used as fool foi u smuil 
alcohol stove for heating purpo-es; 
this bottle was label poison. 
The 
other contained the regulation alco ­ 
hol, which was used for mediciuul 
purposes, 
and was simply labeled 
“ A Icolioi. ” 
Mrs Francis, 
realizing that her 
daughter was sutfuriug from ouo of 
these attacks, kept a close watch on 
her movements. 
Little apprehension 
was felt either hy the hushuud or auy 
member of the family for seve,al 
duys, 
believing 
that the patient 
would regain her usual healUi iu a 
short time. 
Medicul aid was not 
considered necessary, until tho after­ 
noon ot her death. Ou Thursday or 
Friday Mrs Francis found her sitting 
in one of the upstairs rooms with tier 
hands fouled. 
Bbe noticed thut she 
hiia a bottle hidden away under her 
shoulder, and after some persuasion 
took 
it from 
Her. 
At noon Air 
Musbett returned home to iuucli from 
his employment at the Argonaut tail­ 
ings plant, with the result of his 
gold clean-up of the preceding day. 
ilis wile asked to see Dio vial of 
amalgam, upparuutly taking a keen 
¡utmost, therein. 
Ile returned tu his 
work after lunch, 
thero seemingly 
being nothing iu tho condition of his 
wife to require his presence. 
About 
an hour theieaftor, however, 
Mrs 
Musbett oouiplttiued of cold feet and 
general chilliuess, and at her own 
request Dr 
Sprague was sent foi. 
lie detected that she was suiter Dig 
from something injurious taken iutu 
Die stomach, and surmised that it 
wus a case ol' ptomaine poisoning. 
During Die aftoruoou u cup contain 
ing u siuull quantity of wood alcohol 
was found in the hath room up stuirs. 
Hi d it was noticed Dart the wood 
alcohol 
bottle 
in Aliss lluytord’s 
room, opposle (he hulli room, hud 
been drawn upon to u considerable 
extent. 
About half past three sho became 
worse, uud the doctor was telephoned 
for. 
The patient told her mot her 
that she bad taken wood alcohol, 
about a glassful 
or eight ounces, 
correr pending to the Hmuuul missed 
from the bottle in Aliss Rayford's 
upurtmeut. She also laid her mother 
tu tell the doctor so. 
Aliss Dayford 
wus sent for, uud the victim appealed

taken. 
She sank into unconsciousness about 
four o ’clock and was in that condi­ 
tion when Mr Alusbett returned from 
his work, afler being burrredly sent 
for ou account of tire change for the 
worse; and remained in a comatose 
state until she died, between 7 and 8 
o ’clock. 
The pupils of the oyes were much 
dilated, which is one of the symptoms 
of this poison. 
The funeral look jiJaco ou Tuesday 
afletuoou under 
the auspices of 
(iolden Star Chapter of O. ill. S., she 
being a member of the Grass Valley 
lodge of this order. 
Services were 
conducted at the Hroadway residence 
by the Rev. E. U. Drun of the Epis­ 
copal church, and the remains were 
deposited in tho Protestant cemetery 
of this city.

ANIMAL 
TAILS. 


T h e F u n ctio n s of Th o se o f C a ts , Lions 
and Jf,guait. 


A cat never actually wags Its tall. 
W hy should It when it can pur? 
But 
nevertheless It seems to serve the sam e 
purpose In perm itting a tem porary e x ­ 
penditure of excess nervous 
energy 
when the anim al Is under great strata. 
For Instance, when carefully s » -lug 
a bird or n man. as In the case of a 
kitten or n lion, the tip of the tall Is 
never still for n m om ent—ever curling 
and uncurling. We may com pare this 
to the nervous tapping of the foot or 
lingers In a man. When an angry lion 
is roaring his loudest. Ids tall will fre­ 
quently lash from side to ¿¡do. giving 
rise am ong the ancients to the belief 
th at he scourged Ids body with a book 
or thorn which grew from the end of 
the tall. 
When a jag u a r w alks along a slen­ 
der bough or a house cat peram bulates 
the top of a hoard fence, we perceive 
another Im portant function of th e tall, 
th at of an aid In balancing. As a tight 
rope perform er sw ays Ids pole, so the 
feline shifts Its tail to preserve the 
center of gravity. 
The tall of a sheep seem s to be of 
little use to Its owner, although In the 
breed which Is found in Anta Minor 
and ou the tablelands of T urtary. this 
organ functions as a storehouse of fat 
and som etim es reaches a w eight of 
fifty pounds.

The Moct Noted of tho Lator O zy O u t­ 
laws In Australia. 
B ushrangers 
w ere 
originally 
ru n ­ 
aw ay convicts w ho took to the “bush.” 
as 
A ustralians call 
the backwoods, 
aud becam e holdup men. 
About the 
year 1830 the bushrangers became so 
num erous th at they fought reg ular e n ­ 
gagem ents with posses and soldiers 
sent out to capture them, and this 
form of crim e continued sporadically 
until within recent years. 
The most 
fam ous of later rangers w ere th e Kel­ 
ly brothers. A fter m any d arin g crim es 
and hairbreadth escapes the 
Kellys 
actually held up tire- e n tire village of 
Jerilderle. N. S. W.. which had a pop­ 
ulation of 200. 
Ned Kelly looted the 
bank of $10.000. w hile his three pals 
held th e men of the village cooped up 
In their homes. Although there w as a 
special bushran gin g act in force a t the 
time authorizing th e detention of per­ 
sons supposed to tie in com m unication 
w ith the outlaw s, th e Kellys were not 
beard of again for nearly a year, w hen 
they "stuck up ” the small tow n of 
G lenrow an, In 
Victoria. 
H ere they 
were brought to bay. and three of th e 
desperadoes w ere shot dead In a house 
they had barricaded, while the leader. 
Ned Kelly, w as brought to the ground 
w ith a bullet th rough th e legs. 
H e 
w as banged In 1880. 
All four of the 
men w ere in the hab it of w earing an 
arm o r m ade of plow shares an d w eigh­ 
ing alm ost a hundred pounds.—New 
Vork A merican.

D istin g u ish in g 
M ark 
T h a t 
W a# 
R e ­ 
quired by Eu ro p e a n Countries. 
To tile Jew s of today it Is fairly well 
known th at their niiiestofs in E urope 
were forced to p ut up with a g rea t 
deal of humiliation, 
o n e of the most 
Insulting m ethods w as to require tho 
w earing of 
a 
badge 
which 
would 
stum p the w earer a-: an "Infidel Jew .” 
The wearing of n badge was m ade a 
general order throughout C hristendom 
In il l 1,venr 1215. hut I, m int have been 
icoulred In Isolated places before th a t 
date. 
. 
The most usual form of hedge w as 
th a t of n ring of distinctive color a t­ 
tached to the upper garm ent. 
Any ouo 
of Freneh-Jpwh h ancestry will know 
th a t his forbears wore a ring of this 
sort, varying In size and In color—now 
red, now y flow and white, according 
to (he whim s of m unicipalities and 
uiomirelis. It w as generally w orn upon 
the breast, and a t one time it w as or­ 
dered to he worn likewise upon the 
line!:, ro th at a Je w m ight he know n 
“ fore and aft.” 
W hen a Je w w as 
found without th e badge, ho w as fined. 
Evidence of th e w earing of this badge 
Is found as late as 1592 in F rance. Tlie 
forefathers of the Spanish Jew s car­ 
ried a yellow and red badge—the men 
on their breasts, the women on their 
foreheads. 
The w earing of th e badge 
w as not so prevalent In Italy, b u t the 
municipalities 
alm ost 
all 
required 
it. 
The badge 
w as know n 
as the 
“o” from its shape, resem bling prob­ 
ably tlm ring in France. 
E nglish Jew s 
should feel the distinction of having 
had a peculiar sort of badge forced 
upon their ancestors. 
It w a s first in 
th e form of a band, first w hite and 
then yellow, and later Je w s w ere re­ 
quired to w ear a iiadge w ith tlie shape 
of tho tables of the law. 
Iu G erm any 
yellow badge.-: w ere worn, but here the 
h at was the chief m eans of identifica­ 
tion. 
In Austria an d in Poland there 
are few traces of the badge, but in 
H u ng ary Jew s w ore a badge on their 
left breast. 
It is interesting to know 
th a t in Crete at the present day some 
of the houses of Je w s are m arked w ith 
tho “o.”—American H ebrew .

In F o rm e r T im e s . 
There are occasional reports of sm all 
flocks of wild pigeons having been 
seen in different p a rts of the U nited 
States and C anada. 
P ossibly 
these 
are the harbingers of th eir retu rn from 
South America, w hence they m igrated 
for some u nknow n reason fifty y ears 
ago. 
It may not be generally know n th a t 
th e som ew hat odious term “stool pi­ 
geon” as used today arose from the 
stool pigeon th a t used to lie employed 
In catching wild pigeons in form er 
times. T hey used to be so plenty th a t 
they w ere tak en in great num bers by 
tlie use of spring nets. 
These nets 
varied in size, but w ere from tw o to 
ten y ard s long and w ere half as wide. 
They w ere concealed as much as pos­ 
sible, being partly covered w ith hay or 
straw or w h atev er w as most suitable. 
At each end w as a strong spring, to 
which ropes w ere attached, som ething 
like 150 feet long, to w here th e w atch­ 
er w as concealed. Close to the net w as 
a stool, or stand, w here tlie “stool pi­ 
geon,” usually a tam e or captu red one, 
was placed. T he pigeon w as tied by 
tho feet to the ¿tool, an d from this 
stool a ropo extended to the person in 
concealment. 
W heat or som e o th e r 
grain w a s scattered about the net, and 
w hen th e flock w as passing the rope 
attached to th e stool w as pulled, caus­ 
ing tlie pigeon to rise and flutter its 
wings in try in g to escape. 
T his a t­ 
tracted the attention of the passing 
flock and induced them to light w here 
the g rain had been scattered. Then a 
slight pull on the ropes wotild release 
the spring to th e net. which would be 
throw n over them so quickly th a t they 
had no tim e to escape. 
Sometimes 
m any hundreds w ere cap tu red in this 
w ay a t a single haul.—A m a te u r Sports­ 
man.

Explosions from Belt Friction.—In­ 
sect Menagerie.—Chemical Control 
ot the Body.—A Filter tor Mole­ 
cules.— Nerve Fatigue.

An ovorlookerl factory danger lias 
been pointed out in Germany by 
Prof. M. M. Hichter, who has found 
that machinery belts—especially iti 
dry air and when rubbed with resin­ 
ous substances— may become highly 
charged with electricity and may give 
off sparks that in au atmosphere 
Indeu 
with 
dust 
or combustible 
vapors, may produce a serious explos­ 
ión. A live-inch belt running over a 
wheel making GOO to ‘2,000 revolutions 
a minute gave off a spark 1 to 1)^ 
inches long. 
Coating the bolta with 
bronze or aluminum powder proved 
au Ineffective preventive, but aoid- 
free glycerine, applied once a week, 
attracted moisture, and not only gave 
security against static charges but 
increased the life of the leather. 
A unique foatnre oí tho zoological 
gtmlou at Amsterdam is the Insectar­ 
ium, which, instead of the usual dead 
insects pinned to boards, contains 
living insects in glass cages with 
plants and stones and other natural 
surroundngs. 
Ovor eneb cage is a 
case showing dond specimens in the 
various stages of development. 
Noc­ 
turnal moths, the common insects of 
Holland, are given special attention; 
but other creatures are as interesting 
and striking as those in collections 
of large animals, iucluding raiubow- 
hued butterflies, the praying mantis, 
“ walking sticks,” and beetles in 
varied array, not least among whioh 
is the cocujo, so pliospnoroscent as to 
sbiue in daylight. 
The name “ Hormones” has been 
applied to chemicals of the .blood 
bringing about 
co-ordination 
of 
different organs. A substance of the 
embryo mammal excites the mam­ 
mary glands of the mother through 
the plaoeuta, 
ensuring post-nutal 
nourishment; 
“ secretlne, ” carried 
to liver and pancreas, arouses a seero- 
tiou of bile and pancreatic juice; and 
adrenaline, from the supra-ronal cap­ 
sules, causes the contraction ot all 
vessels of the body. 
The most powerful mioro-cope shows 
objects about one hundred-thousand 
of an inch in size, but tbe ultra­ 
microscope of Siedc-ntopf and Zsig­ 
mondy lias revealed particles not 
more than one five-millionth of au 
inch in diameter, uud Dr. Bechhold 
declares that with stronger illumina­ 
tion—such as the more powerful sun­ 
light on Mount 
Kilimanjaro in 
Africa.—we could unquestionably see 
molecules. 
This German 
experi­ 
menter has 
been investigating the 
extremely minute in another way. 
By impregnating paper and fabrics 
with gelatine in a vacuum, he has 
made au ultra-lilter, varying its liue- 
rioss by using different concentrations 
of jelly, and producing a medium 
apparatus with maximum pores of 
less than one 12,500,00th of an inch. 
This just separated from blood the 
haemoglobin, or red coloring matter, 
and the serum albumen. 
Tho finest 
filters extract particles too small to 
bo shown by the ultra-mioioscope, 
and smaller than tho largest mole­ 
cules, and it is believed that they 
will, be useful for eliminating dis­ 
ease germs like those of [sm allpox, 
rabies aud yellow fever. 
Theso ¡Jare 
some small magnitudes in millionths 
of an inch, lliiiuau blood corpuscles, 
30Ü; bacillus of splenic fever, 100 to 
000; red, 
violet aud ultra-voilet 
waves, 27.0, 17.2 and .15.2; albumen 
molecule, 0.4; limit ot utlra-mioro- 
seope, 0.2; fiuest ultru-Ulters, 0.0»»; 
alcohol molecule, 
0.02; 
hydiogou 
molecule, 0.0001. 
That nerves us well as imisclos can 
be fatigued has Lotui recently demon­ 
strated, although the coutiury impres­ 
sion 
had 
been 
general. 
At tbe 
Heidolborg congress of physiology, 
Ur. Liuriau showed by experiments 
on cephalopoda, that the motor nerve 
may be excited so often that it be­ 
comes quite inert, and recovers activ­ 
ity only after u long rest. The effect 
is attributed to chemical roactiou 
produced in the tissues, though this 
has been questioned. 
Failing to bite sugar trom several 
lumps, 
some 
marked bees under 
observation by Gaston Bonnier, a 
French naturalist flew away returning 
in an hour or two with other workers 
after lirst visiting a fouutaiu. 
Settl­ 
ing on tlie stigur, they were seou to 
pump water from their crops, fjwhou 
they slicked up the syrup so formed. 
A crystalline body that ho culls 
trlubo-toxlu is regarded by Dr. Delos 
L. Barker as un active ugout in pro­ 
ducing balduesr. it is carried in the 
blood, buiug cliielly produced in the 
lungs, aud it can be detected in tbe 
exhaled air.

The smoko-deusity meter of Ed­ 
mund J. Kuuzo comprises a sbori 
length of one-inch brass tube, to one 
end of which is pivoted a revolving 
disc of transparent celluloid in four 
sections. 
Theso sections are tinted 
different shades of gray to correspond 
to densities between no smoke and jot 
black, and each lias a hole in the 
centre.

A STRANGE PAGEANT. 
Annual Mo-ch ef Mohammedans to the 
Tomb of Moses. 
One of fhe stfnngest of all the pag­ 
eants which are to be seen In Jerusa­ 
lem Is the annual march of (he Mo- 
hnmnicihins to tho tnnili of Muses. To 
them, as well as to ChrlsMntis and 
Jews, Moses Is a prophet of Fie high­ 
est honor. But. rejecting tin* Iraillllons 
el 1 lie Hebrews, they refuse to believe 
tlnit lie was buried In a valley In the 
land of Moa It. as Is described In the 
hint chapter of Deuteronomy. Instead 
Ihe.v assert that lie was hurled where 
h“ breathe:! ills In: t, upon Use summit 
of Mount Nebo. 
Therefore each year at the lime of 
tlie Greek Easter the faithful gather 
by thousands In the early morning be­ 
fore (lie site of the temple of Solomon 
In perfect silence waiting for day­ 
break. Later the stnmge scene of quiet 
is entirely transformed, fanatics danc­ 
ing niul preaching, hordes of dervishes 
whirling about in mysterious “sacred" 
dances and hundreds of exhortcrs rous­ 
ing the enthusiasm of their fellows. 
The scene is gaudy with hundreds of 
red and green banners, and the only 
semblance of order is in the semiregu­ 
lar organizations of marchers. 
At last the procession forms, with 
Hie banners borne ahead, nn lman 
bearing the yataghan of the prophet— 
a short, straight edged sword used by 
tlie armies of Mohammed—and after 
them more dancers and marchers. 
A large part of the population of Je­ 
rusalem gathers about the gate, out of 
which the procession moves toward 
the Mount of Olives, but few besides 
the faithful endeavor to obtain a place 
in tiie ranks of marchers, since death 
lias often been tlie penalty of an at­ 
tempt by a non-Mohammedan to make 
this march to "Nebi-Mouca.” the "tomb 
of Moses.” 
Traders of many kinds invade the 
camp, for tlie marchers remain at the 
mosque five days, and all their sup­ 
plies must be bought from the wan­ 
dering merchants, who make a busi­ 
ness of looking after their needs. Aft­ 
er the first excitement fanaticism 
yields to good humor, and games and 
banter fill tlie time for those who 
have paid their duties at the tomb. 
Tlie mosque on Nebo is one of the 
most sacred of Mohammedan shrines 
and one of the most difficult for a 
Christian to approach. 
Au English traveler who brought an 
order from the porte was denied ad­ 
mittance, and. although in recent years 
it lias become possible to enter, it Is 
too early yet to forget the experience 
of one traveler who came bearing an 
order of admittance from the sultan 
himself. 
“This firman.” the guardian priest 
said, “commands mo to let you outer the 
mosque. “Very well; you can enter. 
But think well before you do so, for 
I find nothing written here about let­ 
ting you out again!”
